1990’s Best Meteor Shower 


What may be the best meteor shower of 1990 takes place this month. The 
Geminid meteor shower produces up to sixty meteors an hour and this year it 
occurs between Last Quarter and New Moon, so the fainter meteors won’t be 
lost in the Moon’s glare. The Geminid meteors appear to radiate from a point 
in Gemini. Gemini is above the horizon in December virtually all night, which 
aids in the shower’ visibility. The key to seeing lots of meteors is to observe far 
from city lights. Like out by the Site. The shower peaks on the evening of 
December 13, but you should see a good show both the night before and after. 
At the peak of the shower you should see about one meteor every minute. Some 
will be relatively fain and some brighter. Some will leave behind ghostiv 
trails. You may find that the meteors come in Clusters, that Several minutes go by 
between meteors and then a burst of them appears all at once. Meteors are 
sometimes called "shooting stars,” but they really originate much closer to home, 
in comets orbiting the Sun. Comets are fragile, icy bodies, and as they travel 
around the Sun, they litter their orbits with debris. The little particles of cometary 
debris remain in a solar orbit unt] they encounter a larger body, such as Earth. 
When the particles strike tne atmuspnere surrounding our planet, they vaporize. 
They plunge downward, appearing as bright streaks of light in a dark sky. The 
parent comet of the Geminid meteors was unknown until very recently, Now 
these meteors are thought to come from a mysterious object called 4300 
Phaethon, which was discovered in 1983. Phaethon is unusual because it looks 
more like a rocky asteroid than an icy comet. Suill, its orbit appears 10 match that 
of the Geminid meteor stream, and it is probably the body that spawned the 
meteors.
